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THE annual apple 

harvest in orchards 
owned by the maker of 
Strongbow and 
Woodpecker cider, HP 
Bulmer has taken 
place in Hereford.

0-62 mph figure, because this is the 
same as a 0-100kph Euro figure. 

Vauxhall are one of the few firms 
to have stuck to the old 0-60 time. Is 
that because they like to think of 
themselves as traditionalists? 

Is it hell. It’s because it makes 
the car sound faster. 

So the VXR does 0-60 in 6.2 secs. 
And guess what? The Focus ST does 
0-60 in 6.5 secs. 

Yep, I spotted Ford’s switch to 
English. If they’d stuck to 0-62 it 
would be 6.8 secs, and that sounds a 
lot slower than the VXR’s 6.2. 

Top speeds of 150 (ST) and 152 
mph (VXR) are meaningless except 
when it comes to determining the 
size of your fine and length of
